Cancer Tissue Transplants Working 


CENTREVILLE, Mich. (AP) I 
— Larry 
Rink of Centrev ille 
learned 
Monday , 
after 
fiv e 
tim es hav ing cancerous tissue 
from other persons transplanted 
to him in ex perim ents 
t h a t 
tests showed no ev idence of can­ 
cer rem aining in his 140-pound 
body . 
“ We cannot say he is cured,” ; 
said Dr. Ray Houghton, Rink’s 
phy sician. “ But if the disease 
had progressed normally , Rink 
would hav e been dead three 
months ago. 


“ At this tim e there is no ev i­ 
dence of any cancer in L arry .” 
A little more than a y ear ago, 
the 21-y ear-old patient’s right 
leg was am putated because of j 
bone cancer. 
Houghton read a letter to his 
slender, 6-foot-l patient, report­ 
ing that X ray s, laboratory tests 
and phy sical ex aminations at 
Roswell Park Memorial Insti­ 
tute in Buffalo, N.Y , showed no 
signs of cancer. The institute 
declined comment 
Tile tests were taken early 


this month on Rink’s third trip; 
in five months to Roswell Park,, 
where doctors had ex changed 
tum ors between Rink and other 
poi'son s. 
Three persons inv olv ed in the 
transplant ex perim ents died. 
Houghton cautioned that “ y ou 
don’t call a cancer patient cur­ 
ed until they go fiv e to ten y ears 
without any ev idence. It takes 
just a few' cells to lie dormant 
and pop up again.” He said 
present tests cannot find mi­ 
croscopic cancer.” 


The theory behind the cancer 
transplants is based on the fact 
that the body fights foreign tis­ 
sue. In attacking transplanted 
cancer cells, it was hoped, the 
body 
would 
simultaneously 
produce antibodies to attack its 
own cancer. 
Rink said his cancer, osteo­ 
genic sarcom a, differed from 
that of the persons with whom 
he shared transplants because it 
was 
located 
in

glands, rather than other sec­ 
tions of the body .

WASHINGTON (AP) - AU 
Army div isions in the United 
States hav e been reliev ed of a 
tem porary training mission and 
are building back toward full 
combat readiness, it was dis­ 
closed today . 
About four months ago, the 
Army div isions based in the 
United States — normally con­ 
sidered the strategic reserv e of 
emergency

world — were about half filled 
with recruits and other soldiers 
with

training. 
According to latest figures, all 
the Army div isions in the conti 
nental United States are down 
to less than 30 per cent of train 
ees, with one special ex ception 
and the last of this training will 
be completed in October. 
The 
Pentagon

under 
heav y criticism in late March 
after the Senate Preparedness 
subcom m ittee disclosed that the 
Army div isions in the United 
States had, in effect, been con­ 
v erted into training div isions 
thus lessening their ability to 
respond to possible em ergen­ 
cies.

Whites and Negroes staged a 
gunbattle the night of June 28 in 
Cordele, Ga. The July 4 week­ 
end brought violent disorders 
for three nights in Om aha’s pre­ 
dominantly Negro near North 
Side;

Guardsmen clearing the streets. 
In Des Moines. Iowa. about 
200 young Negroes hurled stones 
and bottles at policemen an­ 
swering a call at a park July 4. 
Three days later, a hundred hel­ 
meted policemen in Patterson 
N.J., quelled a missile-throwing 
outbreak that followed a “ black 
power” speech by a Negro lead 
er. 
Last Saturday a brief, fiery 
outburst resulted in San Fran 
cisco when an off-duty Negro 
policeman shot and wounded 
Negro suspected of attem pting 
an armed robbery. Negroes set 
seven fires with gasoline bombs 
and a white ambulance driver 
was attacked but not hurt se 
riously. 
Why the violence? 
In a realm where answers are 
not easy, factors cited range 
from 
simple 
things 
like 
hot 
weather, vandalism , resentm ent 
of police, idleness and malicious 
mischief to more sophisticated 
explanations of frustration re 
pressed hopes, insecurity, racial 
discrimination 
and 
disillusion­ 
ment. 
But 
even 
before 
Chicago’s 
outbreak 
civil 
rights 
figures 
warned of the unrest and ten 
sions. 
“ We cannot ignore that we 
have new human tensions. A 
great deal of bitterness has de 
veloped,” Dr. J. H. Jackson of 
Chicago, president of the pre­ 
dominantly 
Negro 
National 
Baptist Association, has said. 
A view widely held by civil 
rights leaders is that the feder­ 
al 
governm ent’s 
antipoverty 
program offered hopes it has 
failed to deliver. 
This 
“ aborted 
prom ise 
threatens the nation with un 
rest, said Dr. Robert W. Spike, 
University of Chicago the 
ologian, in a speech at St. Louis 
Jam es F arm er, form er na­ 
tional director of the Congress 
of Racial Equality assessed it 
this 
way: 
“ Another 
broken 
prom ise to the millions outside 
the m ainstream .” 
Mayor A. V. Sorenson of Om­ 
aha talked with a hundred Ne­ 
gro youths after the disorders in 
his city. He blamed "fru stra­ 
tion, tension, discontent, a de­ 
sire to be recognized, a desire to 
have all of the nice things all 
affluent Am ericans have. These 
kids are sick disgusted, frus­ 
trated .” 
Solutions do not come easy, 
Negro spokesmen 
agree. 
But 
most say any concrete, im m edi­ 
ate action — new swimming 
pools for Chicago’s W’est Side, 
or jobs for 200 Negro youths in 
Omaha — will significantly aid 
in soothing unrest. 
King has been grappling with 
the problem of how to channel 
Negro youth gangs into con­ 
structive, nonviolent work. 
“ We’ve got to find something 
they can do specifically,” he 
said. 
William Booth, chairm an of 
the New York City Commission 
on Human Rights, warned that 
a “ Watts syndrom e” exists in 
the United States. He said fed 
era!, state and local authorities 
have not hit the reality of t h e 
problem. 
“They should go out into the 
community and find out what 
has to be done,” he said.

Mortgages hav e become hard to

Many borrowers are pay ing 
the highest interest rates in 45 
y ears. And this is renewing the 
iong stru ggle between the adv o­ 
cates of easy money and tight 
money .

on 
small time deposits will hav e 
mu ch impact on the interest- 
rate war.

The Federal Reserv e is lower­ 
ing the max imu m rate to 5 per 
cent, from 5*2 per cent on mu l­ 
tiple-matu ring time deposits, if 
they matu re in 9 0 day s or more, 
and to 4 per cent, from 5V^ per 
cent, on those matu ring in 30 to 
89 day s. Su ch certificates hav e 
been offered small depositors by 
a nu mber of banks. Inclu ded 
are: certificates of deposit for 
small amou nts that are tu aoma- 
tically renewable, those pay able 
on more than one specified date 
as the depositor chooses, and 
those pay able before matu ring 
on written notice of withdraw­ 
al. 
The big market in certificates 
of d e p o sit is not affected. These 
certificates, 
u su ally 
notiable 
and issu ed to corporations in 
u nits of $100,000 or more, with 
fix ed matu rity dates, will con­ 
tinu e at a 5Va per cent ceiling. 
The same ceiling will continu e 
to apply to single-matu rity de 
posits by small inv estors, u su al­ 
ly $2,500 o r more, if not au tom a­ 
tically renewed.

Is the American bu siness cor­ 
poration getting its come-u p- 
pance? 
Years ago. before there was 
any “ sheepskin psy chosis,” the 
bu siness 
commu nity was 
not 
daft on the idea of req u iring a 
college degree when it cam e to 
hiring a likely y ou ng m an. It 
ev en 
welcomed 
high 
school 
drop-ou ts if they 
cou ld 
show 
promise of cu riosity and am bi­ 
tion on the job. Since World War 
II, h ow e v e r , many corpor­ 
ations hav e come to insist on a 
bachelor’s degree as the price 
of 
admission 
to 
non-factory 
placement. And some corpora­ 
tions ev en ask for an adv anced 
degree. 
The y ou ng high school grad­ 
u ates, looking for something bet­ 
ter than old-fashioned blu e col­ 
lar work, 
hav e responded by 
flooding into the colleges. Bu t 
fu nny things hav e been happen­ 
ing on the fou r-y ear jau nt to 
gradu ation day . The boy who 
chose to go to college in or­ 
der to get a good bu siness op­ 
portu nity learns from his pro­ 
fessors and his new associations 
that corporation life is the last 
thing 
in the 
world 
that 
he 
wants. So the bu siness recru it­ 
ers, 
interv iewing the college 
seniors and finding them hostile, 
are cau ght in the web which 
their corporations hav e them ­ 
selv es 
been 
instru m ental 
in 
spinning. And the presu mption 
is raised that the bu siness com­ 
mu nity wou ld hav e done bet­ 
ter to catch the y ou ng bu siness 
aspirant right ou t of high school, 
with an offer of technolgical 
and ev en 
hu m anistic 
training 
coming as part of an on-the- 


job apprenticeship package. 
The statistical ev idence con­ 
cerning the class of 19 6 6 is not 
y et in, bu t all the bu siness pu b­ 
lications that hav e been “ in­ 
terv iewing the interv iewed” on 
the 
college 
campu ses 
report 
that most college stu dents still 
feel that “ bu siness is for the 
birds.” Apparently 19 6 6 will be 
a repeat of 19 6 5, when a q u es­ 
tionnaire circu lated among the

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Is the American business cor­ 
poration getting its come-up- 
pance? 
Years ago, before there was 
any “sheepskin psychosis,” the 
business community was not 
daft on the idea of requiring 
college degree when it came to 
hiring a likely young man. It 
even 
welcomed 
high 
school 
drop-outs if they could 
show 
promise of curiosity and ambi­ 
tion on the job. Since World War 
II, h o w e v e r , many corpor 
ations have come to insist on a 
bachelor’s degree as the price 
of 
admission 
to 
non-factory 
placement. And some corpora­ 
tions even ask for an advanced 
degree. 
The young high school grad­ 
uates, looking for something bet­ 
ter than old-fashioned blue col­ 
lar work, have responded by 
flooding into the colleges. But 
funny things have been happen­ 
ing on the four-year jaunt to 
graduation day. The boy who 
chose to go to college in or­ 
der to get a good business op­ 
portunity learns from his pro­ 
fessors and his new associations 
that corporation life is the last 
thing 
in the 
world 
that 
he 
wants. So the business recruit­ 
ers, interviewing the college 
seniors and finding them hostile, 
are caught in the web which 
their corporations have them­ 
selves been 
instrumental 
in 
spinning. And the presumption 
is raised that the business com­ 
munity would have done bet­ 
ter to catch the young business 
aspirant right out of high school, 
with an offer of technolgirai 
and even humanistic training 
coming as part of an on-the- 


job apprenticeship package. 
The statistical evidence con­ 
cerning the class of 1966 is not 
yet in, but all the business pub 
iications that have been “in­ 
terviewing the interviewed” on 
the 
college 
campuses 
report 
that most college students still 
feel that “business is for the 
birds.” Apparently 1966 will be 
a repeat of 1965, when a ques­ 
tionnaire circulated among the 
thousand-odd young men in the 
graduating class of 
Harvard 
brought forth the information 
that some seventy per cent plan­ 
ned to go on into graduate 
school, and only sixteen per cent 
into jobs. (Some eight per cent 
chose to get their military serv­ 
ice 
done 
with, and the rest 
had no plans.) Out of the total 
of 175 who were accepting jobs, 
at least forty were choosing so­ 
cial service work, whether for 
the government or for private 
organizations. The Wall Street 
Journal and Fortune magazine, 
conducting in-depth surveys of 
their own, have both said that 
the Harvard pattern would be 
repeated for most of the private­ 
ly-endowed colleges of the U.S. 
Some of the reluctance of the 
young to take business jobs in 
preference to going 
on 
into 
graduate school rn a y be con­ 
nected with the draft. But the 
“ business is for the birds” at­ 
titude was there before the Viet­ 
namese War began to escalate, 
so the yearning for advanced 
degrees can’t be all a m atter of 
sophisticated draft - dodging. 
The anti-business bias is ob­ 
viously something that is com­ 
municated on the campus itself. 
And this is an irony, too, for

Since the corporations 
themselves are so infernally de­ 
gree-happy, it all seems a trifle 
ungrateful, to say the least. 
Either the corporation has got 
to change its own image, or it is 
faced with changing the uni 
versity world itself.
